5. (U) The Chairman began the open portion of the briefing by 
stressing the need for current intelligence from the Agency on such trouble 
spots as Africa. Mr, Carlucci then presented an unclassified summary of 
Soviet and Cuban military activity in Subsaharan Arica. It included the 
numbers of Cuban mililtary in Ethiopia and Angola and amounts of Soviet 
supplies flowing into both countries. Following his statement, he answered 
several questions raised by the Chairman. The Chairman then moved the 
Subcommittee into executive session and the press and public left the room, 
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6. (C) The remainder of the briefing was a more detailed review 
of the foreign military presence in Africa. Senator Helms was present 
for a part of the briefing and asked whether there is any country or 
military foree in Africa willing or capable of resisting Cuban and Soviet 
involvement, 


7. (C; The Chairman concluded with questions on the possible 
existence of = Soviet submarine base in Africa, a five- to ten-year 
prognosis on Africa and a specific analysis of Chinese intentions in Africa. 
He expressed his appreciation for the intelligence update and indicated 
that he would be calling on the Agency for additional briefings from time 
to time. There were no follow-up items.
